The fight to save Dupo from the 
floodwaters of the Mississippi 
river was carried on today by 
weary mud-spattered residents 
who took matters in their own 
hands when the Army Corps of 
Engineers issued an evacuation 
order yesterday after the two 
main levees protecting the town 
crevassed. 

The Mississippi, which broke or 
evertopped four crucial levees on 
‘the Illinois side yesterday, has 
caused damage estimated by engi- 
neers at $12,000,000 in the breach 
between Clarksville, 65 miles north 
of St. Louis and Cape Girardeau. 
The river crested at the 40.3-foot 
stage at the St. Louis levee today 
and dropped back to the 40.2 
stage at 3 p.m. 

_ The 40.3 mark was slightly more 
— a foot below the record 41.39- 
foot stage reached here in 1844. 
Flood at St, Louis is 30 feet. 
Army rs instructed 
Detmar E. Valine of Dupo 
to clear the town yesterday 
when the river broke through the 
first defense Prairie du Pont levee, 
breached a secondary dike on the 
Illinois Central tracks and by 
passed a Missouri Pacific Rail- 
road embankment farther back, 
which had stopped the high wa- 
ter of previous floods. 

Women and children were moved 
to Red Cross shelters at Belleville 
and East St. Louis and for several 
hours no effort was made to stem 
the muddy water which’ gushed 
along the lowlands toward the 
town from the northeast. 

Last-Ditch Fight. 

At dawn yesterday about 500 
residents of the town of 2600 de- 
cided to make a-jast-ditch fight 
to protect their homes at a spur 
track of the Terminal Railroad 
about a mile north of Dupo. 

This afternoon it appeared they 
might win their battle. Although 
the water which was two inches 
over the tratks when they went 
to work had risen three feet 
in places, the fl was being 
curbed by sandbags. 

Doctors, lawyers and _ clerks, 
waist-<deep in water, toiled un- 
ceasingly side by side with labor- 
ere and railroad men filling the 
burlap bags and tossing them into 
each breach as it formed the 
mile-long stretch of track. Dressed 
in soaking work clothes, the Rev.

This information was given 
them by Brig. Gen. Lewis °*A. Pick, 
division engineer of the Missouri, 
as the Governors, acting through 
their issouri River States Com- 
mittee, paved the way to joining 
in a request for restoration of 
flood control funds which the 
House Appropriations Committee 
has cut out. These funds would 
go toward de evelopment of the 
Pick-Sloan plan for the river and 
its tributaries. 

Gov. Phil M. Donnelly (Dem.) 
of Missouri, who had blocked. an 
effort by the Governors’ Commit- 
tee at Lincéln, Nebr., last ‘Novem- 
ber to demand more Pick-Sloan 
funds, decuared today he was 
willing to agree to restoration of 
the amount of the cut recom- 
mended by the House Committee.

15 PCT. RENT RISE 
SEEMS APPROVED 
BY MOST TENANTS

March. 


Most residential tenants in St. 
Louis apparently are reconciled to 
a 15 per cent increase in rentals 
under the new federal law, feeling 
that higher rents are preferable 
to the ‘uncertainty of no controls 
next March. 

One home renter told the Post- 
Dispatch he felt a 15 per cent 
boost was not unreasonable and 
would enable him to gain the 
security of having a lease through 
1948. “That seems better than 
taking chances with a possible 
larger rent increase next March,” 
he said. 

A real estate dealer who sent 
letters to more than 500 tenants 
informing them that any rental 
increases would be voluntary, re- 
ported he received 322 replies, all 
of them agreeable toethe higher 
charges. The dealer, Jack E. 
‘Thomas, president of the Thomas 
Investment Co., 1129 Sanford ave- 
nue, said some tenants declared 
their willingness to pay more than 
15 per cent. 

The St. Louis Real Estate 
Board reported receiving numer- 
ous requests for information 
about the new law from both ten- 
ants and property owners. Many 
hotels here have notified perma- 
nent guests that their rentals, de- 
controlled under the new act, will 
be increased. The increases are 
reported as high as 100 per cent 
in some cases.

PARIS, July 2 (AP)—The three 
power foreign minister's confer- 
ence on the Marshall proposal 
ended in failure today when the 
Russians refused to join in a 
co-operative international effort 
for European economic recovery. 

The French Government imme 


diately announced that France 
and Britain would pursue a study 
of a European rehabilitation pro 
gram along with Any countries 
which wish to join them. 

Before the conference was ter- 
minated Soviet Foreign Minister 
V. M. Molotov declared that Bri- 
tish-French proposals relating to 
United States Secretary of State 
George G. Marshall's suggestions 
would lead to a division of Eur 
ope. He also predicted the pro- 
posals would have “no good re- 
sults.” 

He cautioned Britain and France 
not to go ahead with the organi- 
zation of a western bloc ih Eur- 
ope, saying such action would be 
directed “not toward the unifica- 
tion of the efforts of countries in 
Europe, but would lead to op- 
posite results which have nothing 
in common with the real interests 
of the peoples of Europe.” 

The British-French suggestions 
had dealt with organizing the con- 
tinent for mutual self-help with 
financial aid from the United 
States, as suggested by Marshall 
in a speech at Harvard Univer- 
sity June &. 

“Finished,” Says Bidauit. 

“It is finished,” French For- 
eign Minister Georges Bidault 
told French newspapermen as he 
walked out of the foreign min- 
istry. 

An official British source had 
predicted earlier that Britain and 
France soon would invite other 
European countries to participate 
in a program of over-all economic 
planning to help restore the con- 
tinent’s war-shattered economy. 

A French source said British 
Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin 
declared in a heated outburst that 
Molotov’s statement was “a trav- 
esty of facts.” The informant 
quoted Bevin as continuing: 

“I don't know if he (Molotov) is 
repeating intentionally a false in- 
terpretation of things in the hope 
that people will finish by believ- 
ing this erroneous interpretation. 

“I regret the threats which 
have been pronounced with re 
gard to the eventual consequence 
of our envisaged decision, but my 
country already has had the occa- 
sion to face up to such a situa- 
tion and will continue to do so 

Bidault’s Remarka. 

Bidault cautioned the Soviet Un- 
ion upon a decision which wotld 
divide Europe into two groups of 
powers. The world, he said, had 
been a witness that France had 
done all it could to prevent such 
aq division. 

“France solemnly declines all re- 
sponsibility for the consequences 
of a decision which she has done 
her utmost to avoid,” he geaid. 

The Fryench-British plan would 
have set up a steering committee 
for Europe. 

Molotovw’s Statement. 

Molotov’s statement, issued by 
a Soviet embassy official, said the 
plan called for a new organization

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NAVY OUTLINES 
TRAINING PLANS 
UNDER UNIVERSAL 


SERVICE MEASURE 


Its Implied Indorsement

WASHINGTON, July 2 — The 
Navy has prepared tentative plans 
for training young men who would 
be inducted under the proposed 
universal training program, . the 
Post-Dispatch was told today. 

In response to an inquiry, the 
Navy made known that it is pre- 
paring for possible enactment of 
@ universal training bill. Pre- 
vichaly discussion centered around 
the\Army plan, presented months 
ago in a widely-distributed pam- 
phiet. 

Implied Navy indorsement of 
the training proposal adds impetus 
to the drive to obtain passage of

Fate of Pian in Doubt. 
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Text of Statement by Molotov 


Following is the text of a 
statement made by Soviet For- 
eign Minister V, M. Molotov 
at the concluding session of 
the three-power conference in 
Paris. 
The Soviet delegation has care- 
fully examined the proposal sub- 
mitted by the French delegation 
on July 1, 

The French draft as well as the 
previous proposal of the British 
delgeation sets the task of draw- 


ithe whole of Europe, even though 
| the majority of European coun- 
tries are known to have no na- 
tion-wide economic programs of 
their own. With a view to elab- 
orating such a comrp7ehensive 
European program it is proposed 
to set up a special organization 
charged with assessing the re- 
sources and needs of European 
countries and even with determin- 
ing the development of the main 
branches of industry of these 
countries and only after that with 
ascertaining the possibilities of 
receiving American economic aid. 


Therefore, the question of 
American economic aid of which 
indeed nothing definite is yet 
known has now provided an occa- 
sion for the British and French 
governments to seek the creation 
of a new organization standing 
over and above the countries of 
Europe and interfering in their 
affairs down to deter- 
mining the line of development to 
be followed by the main branches 
of industry in these countries. 
Furthermore, Great Britain and 
France together with the coun- 
tries close to them are laying 
claim to a predominant position 
in this organization or in the so- 
called “steering committee” for 
Europe as it has been named in 
the British draft, 


Threat to Independence. 


Verbal reservations are now be- 
ing made to the effect that this 
organization would allegedly not 
intervene in the internal affairs 
of these states and would not en- 
croach upon their sovereignty. 
But it clearly follows from the 
tasks which are being .set before 
this organization or before the 
“steering” committee that the 
European countries would find 
themselves placed, under control 
and would lose their former ¢co- 
nomic and national independence 
because it so pleases certain 
strong powers. 


In any case, it is now sug- 
gested that the possibility of 
American aid being received by 
this or that country involves an 
obedient attitude on its part 
vis-a-vis the above-mentioned 
organization and it “steering” 
committee. a 


Where is this likely to lead? 

Today pressure might be put on 
Poland to produce more coal even 
though it be at the expénse of the 
other branches of Polish industry 
because that is in the interest of 
certain European countries; to- 
morrow it will be said that Czecho- 
vakia must be required to in- 
crease her agricultural production 
and to reduce her engineering in- 


The fate of universal military 
training at this session still is in 
doubt. Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, 
chairman of the Senate Republi- 
ean Policy Committee, declared 
his opposition to it in a recent 
statement. 

A recent newspaper story giving 

the impression that Taft's oppo- 
gition precludes possibility of 
passage at this time contains only 
part of the truth. Advocates of 
the proposal think it h&s been 
handled ineptly by the adminis- 
tration. 
@ The report of the President's 
eommission, an unusually compe- 
tent document, was long delayed. 
While it was being formulated 
President Truman postponed ag- 
gressive action. When it was re- 
éeecived he sent it to Congress with 
@ letter of transmittal rather than 
@ strong plea for consideration.

@ consistent campaign for many 
months, but some have felt there 
hasn't been enotgh stséam behind 
#. The formation of the Roberts 
committee, while an important 
move in the view of those sup- 

rting the proposals, came late 

the game. 

The Senate Armed Services 
Committee has not determined 
whether to hold further hearings. 
The House Armed Service Com- 
mittee, which has been hearing 
members of the advisory commit- 
tee and others, will give oppon- 
ents of universal training a 
ehance to be heard next week. 


AGREEMENT ON EMERGENCY 
FEDERAL FUNDS MEASURE 


WASHINGTON, July 2 (AP)— 
A Senate-House group reached 
agreement today on a compro- 
mise measure to supply emer- 
gency funds for Government 
agencies until Congress can act 
on regular appropriations. 

The action lifted the threat. of 
Gelayed paydays for thousands 
of government workers as well as 
the possibility that veterans ben- 
efit payments would be halted 
temporarily.

Under these conditions how 
would the small countries and in 
general the less powerful states be 
able to safeguard their national 
economies and independence? 

The Soviet Government certain- 
ly cannot venture along this path 
and continues to support its pro- 
posal put forth at this conference 
June 30. Nor does the ,Soviet 
Government share the enthusiasm 
regarding foreign support made 
apparent in the last French draft. 

When efforts are directed to- 
wards Europe ‘helping herself 
in the first place and develop- 
ing her economic potentialities 
as well as the exchange of goods 
between countries, such effarts 
are in conformity with the in- 
terests of the countries of Eur- 
ope. When, however, it is stated 
as in the French proposal that 
the decisive hold ‘on the rehabili- 
tation of the economic life of 
European countries should be- 
long to the United States and 
not to the European countries 
themselves, such  a_ position 
stands in contradiction to the 
interests of European countries 
since it might lead to a denial 
of their economic independence, 
which denial is incompatible 
with national sovereignty. 

The Soviet delegation believes 
that internal méasures and the 
national efforts of each country 
should have a decisive importance 
for the countries of Europe and 
not make calculations for foreign 
support which should be of sec- 
ondary importance. The Soviet 
Union has always counted above 
all on its own powers and is 
known to be on a steady way of 
progress of its economic life. 

Two Forms of Co-operation, 

Their exists two forms of in- 
ternational co-operation. 

The first form of co-operation is 
based on the development of poli- 
tical and economic relations be- 
tween states possessing equal 
rights and in that case their na- 
tional sovereignty does not suf- 
fer from foreign interference. 

Such is‘the democratic basis for 
international co-operation which 
brings nations closer together and 
facilitates the task of their mutual 
aid. 

There exists, however, a differ- 
ent form of intenational co-opera- 
tion based on the predominant 
position of one or several strong 
powers in relation to other coun- 
tries which slip into the position of 
subordinated countries deprived of 
their independence. 

It is perfectly obvious that the 
first form of co-operation between 
states when they act as parties 
possessing equal rights is radic- 
ally different from the second 
form of international co-operation, 
when this principle is not ob- 
served. 

The Soviet Government, while 
favoring the development of inter- 
national collaboration on the basis 
of equal rights and mutual na- 
tional respect for the interests of 
the contracting parties, cannot 
lend its assistance to anyone in 
arranging his affairs at the ex- 
pense of other countries of less 
strength or size because this has 
nothing in common with normal

Question of Germany. 


The fact that the Franco-Brit- 
ish proposals raise the question of 
Germany and her resources merits 
special attention. It is proposed 
that the above-mentioned organi- 
zation or the “steering committee” 
sHould also deal with the utiliza- 
tion of German resources although 
it is generally known that the jus- 
tified reparation claims of those 
Allied countries which had suf- 
fered from German aggression 
still remain to be met. 

Therefore, not only is no special 
concern. being shown for those 
countries which had made the 
greatest sacrifices during the war 
as well as important contributions 
to Allied victory but indeed it is 
at their expense that it is pro- 
posed to direct the resources of 
Germany for purposes other than 
reparations, 

On the other hand, nothing is 
being done to expedite the set- 
ting up of an allGerman gov- 
ernment which would be qualified 
to take care of the needs of the 
German people better than any- 
one else. 

On the contrary, the policy of 
federalizing Germany is still 
being carried out~in the west- 
ern zones. of Germany as well 
as the line of action directed to- 
wards a still great separation 
of western German territories 
from the rest of Germany, a 
fact which is incompatible with 
the genuine restoration of Ger- 
many as w united democratic

MORE FUNDS KEY 
10 AR SAFETY 
BOARD REPORTS 


‘Tragic Pattern’ Of 
Crashes to Recur Un- 
less Congress Acts, 
Landis Tells Truman. 


WASHINGTON, July 2 (UP)— 


A special air safety investigation 
board told President Truman to- 
day that unless Congress provides 
substantially increased ‘unds for 
aviation aids “the tragic pattern” 
or recent commercial air crashes 
“will inevitably repeat itself.” 


The President's board of inquiry 
on-air safety, organized after a 
récent series of serious com- 
mercial transports crashes, de- 
livered a second interim report 
to the White House. 


Chairman James M. Landis, who 
signed the report, said the board 
felt that the basic improvement 
in air safety at present is largely 
a matter of financial outlay, 

He placed the_ responsibility 
squarely on Congress, saying that 
the decision of how much is spent 
for improved aircraft aids is “a 
prerogative of the Congress.” 

Chief Danger in Landings. 

Landis pointed out that acci- 
dents in approaching and landing 
at airports are by far the largest 
category of serious accidents in 
alr transportation, (The three re- 
cent big crashes, which killed 146 
persons, did not, however, involve 
landing accidents.) 

Landis said the reduction of 
approaching and landing acci- 
dents “is not a matter ofgregu- 
lation but the installation of: ade- 
quate aids.” 

“They occur mainly during the 
winter months and at night, and 
unless some provision is made 
now for the procurement of these 
aids, the tragic pattern of the 
past will inevitably repeat itself,” 
Landis said. 

The four most important aids, 
he said, are high intensity ap- 
proach lights, ground-control- 
approach . by which pilots, 
through ground radar, are “talked 
down” into safe landings; radar 
which enables control towers to 
determine precisely the direction- 
al position and altitude of planes 
within 20 or 30 miles; and instru- 
ment landing systems, automatic 
electric devices which provide the 
approach to airport runways and 
the glide path for landing. 

Sharp Cut in Funds. 

An expenditure of $13,428,000 for 

these four basic improvements

now being used by the services. 


MARSHALL URGES SENATORS | 
TO PASS MUNDT BILL NOW 


Foresees ‘Serious Handicaps’ to State Depart- 
ment Abroad if Expanded Informa- 
tion Program Is Delayed. 


WASHINGTON, July 2 (AP)— 
Secretary of State George C. Mar- 
shall urged Senators today to ap- 
prove in this session of Congress 
legisiation to expand a foreign in- 


formation program which he 
termed “vital to the success of 
our foreign policy.” 

Marshall told a Senate Foreign 
Relations sub-committee that 
unless the Senate acts on legisia- 
tion authorizing such a program, 
the State Department will face 
“gerious handicaps” abroad. 

Representative Mundt (Rep.), 
South Dakota, ‘author of the 
House-passed measure now before 
the committee, also urged speedy 
action, He told the Senators that 
“Russians and others are spread- 
ing malicious lies about us every 
day.” ; 
Republican leaders have indi- 
cated they may pigeonhole the 
Mundt bill until next. January and 
rely on a $13,470,000 appropriation 
passed by the Senate’ yesterday to, 
carry on the cultura) program, in- 
cluding the shortwave. radio “Voice 
of America” broadcasts. 

Calls Sum Too Small. 

Marshall told the committee that

the Senate-approved ‘appropria- 
tions figure is too small, repre- 
senting only about one-half of the

“This sum wil) certainly not en- 
able the department to carry on 
the information activities at a 
level which our embassies abroad 
consider to be essential,” the Sec- 
retary said in a prepared state- 
ment read to the committee. 

Without mentioning any foreign 
country, Marshall cc mplained that 
the policies and actions of the 
United States are “often misunder- 
stood and misrepresented abroad.” 

Marshall continued: 

“The facts about the United 
States are ‘withheld or falsified 
and our motives are distorted. Our 
actions do not always speak for 
themselves unless the people of 
other countries have some under- 
standing of the peaceful intention 
of our people. 

“I earnestly hope that the Sen- 
ate will aet on this bill at the 
present session of Congress and 
not postpone action until next 
January. We shall have some seri- 


ous handicaps if the bill is further 
delayed.” 

Marshall suggested that ian- 
guage of the House-approved Dill 
be revised to make clear that a 
proposed advisory commission 
shall not formulate policies to be 
carried out. 

“The bill shouldn’t seek to re 
move determination of foreign | 
policies from the responsibilities of 
the President and Secretary of 
State,” he said. 3 

Mundt’s View on Cost. 

Mundt said the cost of the in-; 
formation program “actually is 
less than one-third of one per 
cent of what we have already 
spent on other methods to hold 
the peace since the war was over.” 

“Gentlemen, none of us would 
consider building a $10,000 home 
and refuge to pay $30 insurance to 
protect it against fire and dis- 
aster, he told the sub-committee. 

The two-man sub-committee, 
Senator Smith (Rep.), New Jersey, 
and Hatch (Dem.), New Mexico, 
indicated approval of the measure, 
which was passed by the House by 
a three-to-one margin after much 
debate. 

Smith, presiding, said a “war of 

ideas” now is underway in the 
world and other nations “should 
know what America is and what 
America’ has believed in since its 
founding.” 
} He said he'is certain .the Con- 
gress and taxpayers will not be 
niggardly” ‘if they undérstand the 
proposed program, | 

Hatch interrupted Mundt at one 
point to say he agreed completely 
on need for the legislation and 
funds.

evident that we’re engaged in a

RFC TO BUY Gl 
HOUSING LOANS 


Introduced by Alabama 
Senator Who Says Mis- 
take Was Made in 

| Withholding Power,

WASHINGTON, July 2—A bill 
to restore to the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation authority to 
purchase G.I. housing loans from 
banks and building and lean asso- 
ciations was introduced yesterday 
by Senator John J, Sparkman 
(Dem.), Alabama. 

Sparkman told the Senate. he 
thought Congress had made a ter- 
rible mistake when, in extending 


the life of the RFC, it withheld 
this authority to buy home mort- 


ages. 

In the bill, signed by the Presi- 
dent last week, powers of the RFC 
were considerably curtailed and 
the RFC Mortgage Co., the sub- 
sidiary through which it dealt in 
housing loans, was abolished. 

It was only in recent month 
that the RFC had exercised to a 
‘substantial extent the power to ac- 
quire housing loans. At the end 
of May it had purchased mort- 
gages totaling about $65,000,000. 


While RFC had this authority, 
however, it acted as a protection 
for banks and other lending agen- 
cies, which were able to use ft in 
effect aa a 100 per cent guarantee 
of G.I. housing loans. This re 
sulted because the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration could guarantee ® 
per cent of loans, up to a maxi- 
mum of $4000, and a lending in- 
stitution which found ‘itself over- 
loaded with such mortgages could 
dispose of them to the RFC at par 
and accrued interest. 

Some veterans’ organizations in- 
}terested in housing view the with- 
drawal of this power from RFC 
as another serious setback to the 
housing program, although only 
about $65,000,000 of the four billion 
of Veterans’ Administration guar- 
anteed housing loans had been ac- 
quired by RFC.

Flooding of midwestern rivers 
has meant sleepless nights for 
thousands of men and women and 
the expenditure of millions of dol- 
lars in relief, rescue work and at- 
tempts to limit the damage—in 
addition to the devastation of 
property and some loss of life. 

The three principal agencies 
working in the flooded areas are 
the Coast Guard, which is con- 
eerned with rescue work; the Army 
Corps of Engineers, which at- 
tempts to control the flood, and 
the Red Cross, which gives relief 

. te flood* victims. None of these 
agencies has completed a_ report 
of its activities to date, but since 
the early part of June each has 
had its facilities taxed to near 
gapacity. 

The Coast Guard has perhaps 
the most satisfactory job of three 
@gencies and it appears to have 
done that job with considerable 
efficiency. Considering the fact 
that about 27,000 persons have 
* been forced out of their homes, 
' the loss of life has been remarka- 
. bly small. Of the half dozen or so 
deaths reported, none can be clear- 
ly attributed to failure of the 
Coast Guard to rescue flood vic- 
tims. 

Headquarters of the Coast Guard 
’ for a 22-state area is {In St. Louis. 
From this point it organizes res- 
@eue work.on 67 rivers, from East 
of Pittsburgh to the Rocky Moun- 
tains, and from Canada to Baton 
Rouge, La. 

By watching rainfall reports and 
by its own airplane patrol of the 
rivers, floods are predicted two to 
six weeks in advance, and rescue 
equipment and personnel is con- 
centrated at the point where it 
is needed most. This equipment 
includes 18 large steamboats, 
in board motor boats on trailers 
and 500 man-power boats.

the direction of the Engineers, 
placing some 3,000,000 sandbags— 
with results that have been nota- 
bie for failure rather than success. 
On the Mississippi River below 
St. Louis, for instance, there have 
been at least 11 breaks in the 
levees. The levees have given way 
in 10 places on the Mississipp! 
above St. Louis. The Des Moines 
river levees have gone out in 11 
places, and smaller river levees 
in Iowa have washed away in a 
dozen more places. 

Wo count is kept here of levee 
breaks on the Missouri river due 
to a system of divided authority 
which puts that river under the 
jurisdiction of Engineers at Kan- 
sas City. However, an air survey 
by the Post-Dispatch last week 
showed the Missouri river to be 
out of its banks and over the 
levees in places too numerous to 
count, and Engineers here said 
their own observations had veri- 
fied that report. 

It is notable that no dams or 
other water impounding devices 
are involved in the present floods, 
Engineers said, Although many 
Army ..Engineers believe that 
levees alone can control floods, 
they admit the present experience 
does not appear to lend authority 
to that view.

Gen. Wheeler, 62-year-old vet- 
eran of two world wars, defended 
the Pick-Sloan plan as against 
the proposed Missouri Valley Au- 
thority, which has received ad- 
ditional support as a result of the 
current floods. 

“Our plan will provide every- 
thing called for under an MVA, 
including flood-control, conserva- 
tion, irrigation, navigation, hydro- 
electric power and recreational fa- 
cilities,” he declared. “And every 
penny spent will be returned mul- 
tifold in benefits to the valley.” 

Cost of Projects. 

Under the Pick-Sloan plan, he 
asserted, some $600,000,000 will be 
spent by the Army on the Mis- 
souri river and its tributaries and 
a similar amount by the Bureau 
of Reclamation. In addition about 
$50,000,000 is to be spent on the 
upper Mississippi, he added. These 
projects have been authorized by 
Congress, but the Army must de- 
pend each year on appropriations 


he said, 

Some of the damage on the 
Mississippi above and below St. 
Louis in the present flood would 
have been prevented had the en- 
gineers been able to continue with 
levee work last fall, he said. Much 
of this work was halted by a 
moratorium on expenditures, or- 
dered by the President as an econ- 
omy move.

How -Ozarks Holiday Drivers

Auto Club Advises Those Going to Lake to 


Use Routes 50 or 66—Several 
Bridges Are Closed. 


Residents of ‘the St. Louis area 
who expect to drive to the Lake 
of the Ozarks for. the holiday 
weekend should plan to use High- 
way 66 or Highway 50 because 
of flood conditions, a spokesman 
for the Automobile Club of Mis- 
souri said today. 

Bridges at Washington, Jeffer- 
son City and Boonville are 
closed because of water over 
roads leading to them, he said, 
and it is advisable for mo- 
torists going to the Lake of 
the Ozarks area from St. Louis to 
stay on the south side of the 
Missouri River, Many normally 
use Highway 40 to Kingdom City, 
and then Route 54 to Jefferson 
City and the Ozarks region. 

The club’s telephones have been 
almost constantly tied up by the 
large volume of requests for road 
conditions from motorists plan- 
ning holiday trips. Many have 
been long-distance calls. The fol- 
lowing digest of road condtions 
was prepared today by the club: 

Highway 40 is. open through 
Weldon Spring and St. Charles, 
as far as Columbia. Closed by 
flood. waters between Columbia 
and Boonville. 

Highway 50 is open to Kansas 
City. 

Highway 66 is open to the south- 
west. Those wishing to take 
Highway 66 toward Chicage are 
advised to use MacArthur Bridge, 
and Illinois Route 157 north to the 
junction with Highway 66. 

ighway 61 is open to the north 
as far as Keokuk, Ia., where it 
has been closed by high water. It 
is open to the south as far as 
Cape Girardeau, but is closed four 
miles south of that point by high

WHAT FAILURE 
MEANS TO BRITAIN 
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LONDON, July 2 (AP)—A high 
government source said today 
Britain was ready to slash “really 
drastically” its entire overseas 
buying program if the Marshall 
aid-Europe proposal falls through. 
The United States as Britain’s 
principal supplier would be af- 
fected more seriously than any 
other country by these cuts, this 
source said. 
Pessimism was bianketing 
Downing street over Soviet re- 
fusal to participate, he declared, 
adding that although .- Britain 
certainly would attempt to carry 
on under the plan with France 
and other western European 
states, there was no gainsaying 
the possibility that an effective 
program for continental recovery 
might collapse without Russia and 
Russian orbit countries. 
Britain, he went on, realized that 
the present French government, 
faced with the power o* the Com- 
munists in that country, would 
accept only with the greatest un- 
willingness a plan that might split 
Europe in two. 
Bearing these things in mind, 
the informant added, the British 
cabinet is prepared to revise the 
country’s entire import program. 
Hugh Dalton, chancellor of the 
exchequer, already has announced 
substantial cuts of British tobacco, 
film and food imports, mainly as a 
result of the nation’s critical dol- 
lar shortage. 
The informant said Dalton would 
tell the House of Commons to- 
morrow exactly how the already- 
revised buying program would af- 
fect Britain’s production and ex- 
port drive.

tI appeared that the Governors’ 
Committee could come to agree- 
ment in executive session later 
today on a form of petition to 
Congress, in view of Donnelly’s 
attitude. However, Gov. Val Pe- 
(Rep.) of Nebraska, at 
whose request the meeting was 
called, told the Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent that he would like to 
see even more money appropriat- 
ed than the President had sought, 
and that he also desired fast ac- 
tion on the Pick-Sloan plan. Pick- 
Sloan is administered essentially 
by the Army engineers and Bu- 
reau of Reclamation, in contrast 
to the proposed Missouri Valley 
Authority, which would be a sin- 
gle, comprehensive basin agency. 
Included in the Army estimate 
of damages, which did not extend 
to the flood in the Mississippi 
river basin, was the following for 
that portion of the Missouri river 
bordering or flowing through Mis- 
souri and the tributaries of this 
stretch: Damages, $65,341,000 to 


agriculture and $25,846,000 other- 
wise, a total of $91,187,000; flooded 
area, 1,745,000 acres; lives lost 22. 

Outstanding in the foregoing 

breakdown was the Missouri River 
proper, along and within Missouri, 
as follows: Damages, $45,390,000; 
area flooded, 632,000 acres; on life 
lost. 
The estimates do not include the 
terrific loss of topsoil through 
erosion, which cannot be calcu- 
lated, Pick said. He declared that 
the inundated area and the dam- 
ages were greater in the Missouri 
basin this yeear than in the big 
floods of 1943 and 1944. 

Lt. Gen. R. A. Wheeler of 
Washington chief of engineers of

Gov. Donnelly comenting in a 
public session on the appropria- 
tions, said:

[I do want to work with 
the other Governors and try to 
solve the problem. [ think it 
would be right to request restora- 
tion of the funds the President 
asked for.

Quick Action Urged. 

Gov. Peterson, opening today’s 
gathering, called for. swift and 
intensive developments throughout 
the Missouri valley, especially in 
the seven plains states west of 
the state of Missouri, His argu- 
ments, strongly resembled those 
of supporters of an MVA, particu- 
larly in his insistence that flood 
control must go back to intensive 
soil conservation and retardation 
of water runoff at the very heads 
of the little branch streams. 

Peterson, publisher of a weekly 
newspaper at Elgin, in the center 
of Nebraska, took office last Jan- 
uary. The correspondent asked 
him if his remarks indicated a 
tendency to approve of MVA. He 
replied that he was committed to 
the Pick-Sloan idea, feeling that 
it “fits the philosophy and tem- 
per of the people in these states 
better.” 

He conceded that possibility 
that some change of circumstances 
might occur under which he might 
approve of the MVA theory of a 
centralized independent agency 
similar to the Tennessee Valley 
Authority.

“That alone won't stop ‘loods,” 
he continued, “but it’s the first 
thing. After we’ve done that we've 
got to complete the over-all Pick- 
Sloan plan. In most of our states 
stored water is needed desperately 
for irrigation. It can be used also 
to make the Missouri navigable. 
Power is desperately needed in 
these states, and this is something 
every community can share in, not 
just the towns on the stream.

Corn Crop Retarded. 

Here in the heart of the national 
grain basket, corn, which should 
be at least knee high now, is puny 
and overrun with weeds, due to 
the incessant rains. Nebraska 
creeks ran wild with repeated 
flash floods. At Cambridge, in 
southwestern Nebraska, a town of 
1300 population, 13 persons were 
drowned 10 days ago and the Red 
Cross is still feeding 600 of the 
people. This town is on Medicine 
Creek, below the site of a pro- 
posed Pick-Sloan dam. 

Army Engineers told officials

Case for a World Government 


®o the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

“Twenty Months of Evasion” says a 
Post-Dispatch editorial on universal 
training. I should like to charge the 
Post-Dispatch with evasion of what 
seems to me to be the crucial issue, 
namely, world government. Practically 
every scientist, and so far as I know 
every military man who has spoken, has 
. agreed on the one dictum which so gen- 
erally seems to be evaded, namely, there 
is no defense against the bomb. 

Why then, Mr. Editor, mislead the 
reader into a consideration of an irrele- 
vant issue? Why urge Congress to con- 
cern itself with a supposedly modernized 
detail of an antiquated instrument of 
national policy? 

As Leo Szilard, the great international 
physicist who now is turned social sci- 
entist, points out in a recent article in 
the Bulletin of Atomic Scientists, the 
powerful nations like Russia and the 
United States do not want war but we 
are so busy preparing for it that we 
have no time or energy left for pre- 
venting it. 

War prevention, I submit, is the only 
gane procedure for national security in 
the Atomic Age. World government is 
the only preventive of atomic war. It is 
the height of folly, the most tragic in- 
stance of escape mechanism, to take 
time away from the issue of world gov- 
ernment and war prevention to talk 
about winning World War III through 
compulsory military training or any oth- 
er obsolescent device. The asininity is 
qualitatively the same in my opinion— 
whether it be on the part of a Congress- 
man, the editor of a great newspaper, 
or a private citizen. 

Incidentally, I question the accuracy 
of your statement that the number of 
people who want military conscription 
“has risen with the rise in international 
tension.” Note the following opinion poll 
results on this question: 

Dec. 1942—-67% 
Apr. 1944—70% 
Nov. 1946—67% 

To me there is something bordering 
on the fatalistic in these figures. Is it 
possible that Hitler’s ideas have won 
even. though we have succeeded in 
slaughtering his legions—that our trust 
after all is in the sword, the machine 
gun, the atomic bomb, and not in the 
conference table and in co-operation?

In other words; the Corps of Engi- 
neérs, being a civil servant, has to carry 
eut the wishes of Congress within the 
limit of funds allotted by Congress. 

A number of comprehensive plans for 
the control of major floods on the Mis- 
sissippi and Missouri rivers have been 
presented to Congress. The execution 
of these plans, some of a pre-TVA vin- 
tage, would have made major flood dam- 
ages a thing of the past. Unfortunately, 
these plans are still on paper, some for 
@ number of years. 

It is possible that the present disas- 
trous inundations, the cost of which, 
both through direct losses and higher 
corn prices, is likely to top $250,000,000, 
will create a public demand for adequate 
appropriations to carry out a compre 
hensive flood-contro] improvement for 
preventing major flood damage on the 
Mississippi and Missouri rivers.

Marshall Hits Back 


A gentle man and slow to wrath is Secretary 
Marshall. That's what makes the more power- 
ful his remarks before the Woman's National 
Press Club, in which he denounced as “malicious 
distortion of. the truth” charges that the Ameri- 
can plan to aid Europe was motivated by dollar 
imperialism. 

These charges, of course, appeared in the gov- 
ernmient-controiled Russian press before the ill- 
fated Paris conference began. It was not neces- 
sary for the Secretary to mention either Molo- 
tov or the Soviet Union by name. Everyone 

‘knows by now who it is that has grossly mis- 
represented and deliberately sabotaged the Sec- 
retary’s broad and statesmanlike proposal to help 
Europe get on its feet. 

Meanwhile, the Paris conference staggers on 
to its: dismal ending, and that is all to the good. 
From the record of other international meetings 
and from the Soviet Union’s rule-or-ruin policy 
in Europe, it was naive to suppose that Russia 
would come to Paris with clean hands or honest 
intentions. 

The ravings of the Russian press toward the 
Marshall plan, the effrontery of Molotov in ask- 
ing the United States (in Bevin’s phrase) to write 
a blank check, and the absurd proposals put out 
by Tass—all these things show that it was a mis- 
take to invite Russia to Paris. 

That Marshall agreed to the invitation in the 
first place was a triumph of hope over experi- 
ence. Now that the Russians have brushed aside 
the American offer, the Secretary is extricated 
from what might have been an embarrassing 
position. If the Russians had seized upon it, 
they and their satellite states would have been 
eligible for American aid, according to Marshall's 
own interpretation of his plan. Somehow we 
can’t see Congress agreeing to appropriate funds 
for Russian use. 

Secretary Marshall admitted that the United 
States, in offering a helping hand to Europe, is 
inspired by certain motives. The main motive is 
that a stable and prosperous Europe is impor- 
tant to America’s own well-being, and a stable 
and prosperous Europe is also a safeguard 
against war. If this motive can be labeled as 
selfish, we wish that every nation in the world 
were guilty of the same kind of selfishness. 

But the Secretary did rot restrict his denun- 
ciation of Russia tod defense. He went on the 
offensive when he pointed out that we have no 
conspirators in European countries to attempt 
conquest of governments from within; we have 
no American agents who seek to dominate the 
police establishments of European countries; we 
have no joint “American-European companies” 

that have been forced upon reluctant govern- 
ments. In each of thése three points, he was 
directly attacking Russia, which has engaged in 
such practices. . 

We think the events of the past few days 
prove that the only chance for success of the 
Marshall plan lies in proceeding without Rus- 
sia. And it has a good chance of success. Britain 
and France have shown the utmost desire to 
co-operate, while we have no doubt that the 
Netherlands and Belgium are also intefested. 
With these nations as a nucleus, a great deal can 
be done toward the reconstruction of Western 
Europe. 

As we pointed out yesterday, Britain, France 
and the Netherlands “command vast colonies 
rich in agricultural and mineral resources. Some 
of these resources are already developed and 
others await only. the efforts of technicians to 
make them yield their wealth.” The British 
have vast: plans for the development of Africa, 
and there is no reason why French and Dutch 
colonial policies in the Far East cannot be liber- 
alized in such a way as to improve, rather than 
damage, historic commercial relations. 

No doubt Secretary Marshall’s latest experi- 
ence with Soviet Russia will convince him that 
the United States has no alternative but to stick 
to the Truman.doctrine. Inclusion of Russia ir 
the Marshall plan was not in line with that doc- 
trine, and Russia’s behavior in Paris now makes 
it easy for the State Department to devote its

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Some Points for Senator Taft 

Senator Taft is just the man to carry out 
President Truman’s appeal to expose the “brazen 
operations” of the real estate lobby. Although 
Senator Taylor, a Democrat, introduced a reso- 
lution for the inquiry, the Republican leader is 
in a better position to see that Congress acts, 
and it appears that he is willing. 

“Tl wouldn't mind doing that myself,” said Mr. 
Taft of the proposal. He has a special interest 
in it. The G.O.P. Senator, who has never been 
pinker than his suntan, has been branded a 
Socialist and what-not by the building lobby be- 
cause he helped write a bill for public housing. 

If Senator Taft pushes an investigation of the 
real estate crowd, what is there to investigate? 

First of all the inquiry ought to show why 
every major housing bill since the Housing Act 
of 1937 has been blockaded, including the Wag- 
ner-Ellender-Taft bill. 

Next the investigators might note that two 
days after the news letter of the National Asso- 
ciation of Real Estate Boards said, ‘Wilson 
Wyatt is a dead duck,” the National Housing Ex- 
pediter was officially about that dead. 

Then it might be asked why every head of 
the public housing program for a decade back 
has been forced out of office. 

Also, why wére the veterans’ housing program 
and all the postwar controls over building so 
quickly torpedoed? 


Then there is all that real estate propaganda, . 


which Mr. Taft himself tesmed “misrepresenting 
and misleading.” It speaks of a housing “emer- 
gency” (although a third of the people were 
housed below civilized standards before the war), 
and says “private enterprise” will answer the 
emergency (although fewer houses are going up 
now than last year). 

An incidental fact or two is that slums are 
good business for some people. The annual re- 
tunmn on slum investments has been estimated at 
30 per cent.

and foremost is Herbert U. Nelson, executive 
vice president of NAREB, and allies in the Na- 
tional Association of Home Builders and cohorts 
among the bankers’ groups who also make money 
from the housing shortage.

They ehopped into 
budgets for defense, for overseas information 
broadcasts and other items essential to a vig- 
orous foreign policy. 

What the Republicans need to do is to sit 
down together and read up on third-grade arith- 
metic. They are so wedded to the idea of sub- 
traction that they cannot see how some of their 
economies add up to a total loss. It is all yery 
well to try to shine up a platform, but how is it 
that the party which preaehes good business 
practices monkey business?

Once more, flood waters have been de- 
stroying lives and wealth throughout the 
Missouri and Mississippi Valleys. Once 
more, outraged citizens and alarmed Con- 
gressmen have been saying that something 
must be done. fs 


When the roof leaks, everybody is in 
favor of patching it. But when the sun 
shines and the floods recede, the sense of 
urgency evaporates, 


On the Missouri and its tributaries, de- 
atructive floods come along with depressing 
regularity every four or five years. June 
is the peak month for melting snow from 
the Rocky Mountains to reach the Great 
Plains through the Missquri system. When 


‘torrential rains downstream coincide with. 


thé crest of .the mountain flood, rivers 
burst out of their banks, the rich top soil 
is filched from the plain, bridges, homes, 
barns and towns undergo. disastrous in- 
undation, 


Every time this happens, the desperate 
survivors cry out angrily for help. As they 
shovel the stinking silt from their homes 
and set about the repair of the soil, they 
resolve that before the next flood hits, they 
must be ready. 


Fiasco of Flood Control 


Consider what has happened in the Re 
publican Valley, a tributary of the Missou- 
ri system which runs through southern Ne- 
braska and northern Kansas. Twelve years 
ago this stream and all its feeders ram- 
paged through the valley. More than 100 
persons died and millions of dollars‘ worth 
of property was destroyed. 

The people of the valley demanded fed- 
eral aid in flood control. A plan was devel- 
oped, and many chambers of commerce 
heard interesting speeches on hydrography. 
But after 12 years the Republican river is 


still untamed, and last week its waters 


again took lives. 


> 


During the interim, a jurisdictional dis- 
pute had developed over river control. The 
Reclamation Bureau of the Interior De- 
partment wanted to harness the Missouri 
system in its way, for irrigation and power 
as well as flood control. The Army Engi- 
neers wanted to harness it their way, for 
navigation as well as other purposes. 

Each bureau had its own congressional 
claque, its own powerful lobby. Each was 
implacably opposed to the few voices raised 
in behalf of river development by a single 
regional agency, . 

In'the end the two, bureaus, frightened 
by the possibility of a Missouri Valley Au- 
thority, got together and divided up the 
river. By this arrangement, Reclamation 
is to build upstream dams, the Army is to 
build downstream dams and levees, and 
the country is to pray that the system will 
work, 


What Each Deluge Proves 


But you do not break a horse by commit- 
tee, and every new flood proves that MVA 
is basically the most logical, the most sim- 
ple, and in the long run the most econom- 
ical technique. MVA would unify the con- 
trol of the river and insure the beneficial 
use of its waters for all purposes. 


MVA would start on the hills and slopes 
where the first rain falls, in the moun- 
tains where the first snow accumulates. It 
would follow the streams down through the 
basin, damming them here, diverting there, 
building levees elsewhere, co-ordinating 
locks and power plants and canals. It 
would impose the will of man with single 
unyielding pressure on the wild force of the 
waters, and substitute for the annual June 
terror an ordered use of a great natural 
resource.

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A Dubious Policy of Secrecy

Isn’t it highly dubious policy for the State 
Department to be announcing the discharge 
of “at least 10” employes for suspected dis- 
loyalty to the United States Government, 
without giving their names? 

These employes .may or may not be 
prosecuted. If they are not, will their identi- 
ties ever be made known? What protec- 
tion will the public have against them? 
Perhaps the State Department is attempt- 
ing to shield them from “persecution,” but 
if that department strongly suspects their 
loyalty, it is at. least debatable whether 
they should be turned loose on the country. 

Furthermore, will not wholly loyal State 
Department camidtes who happen to be 
résigning at about this time for one rea- 
son or another, be unjustly suspected of 
membership in the group which has been 
fired? 

There are many key jobs which disloyal 
State Department officials or employes 
might fill in private industry, where they 
could organize sabotage against the na- 
tion. It is difficult to see just how pri- 
vate industry, or our educational institu- 
tions or other agencies, can be protected 


against supposedly disloyal people, if those 
persons are te be given complete protec- 
tion from publicity when, they are ousted 
by the Federal Government. 

Such secrecy also increases the danger 
of a “witch hunt” in Washington. In 
times of widespread distrust of other fer- 
eign powers, hysteria is more than ordi- 
narily apt to seize the ‘public and the offi- 
cial mind. While Secretary of State Mar- 
shall, who has just discharged the 10 or 
more State Department employes, is about 
as unhysterical as anybody who could be 
found, such discharges without announce 
ment of names tend to make it more dif- 
ficult for the public to appraise the valid- 
ity of the action taken. 

The handling of this affair would,seem 
to have been of doubtful .wisdom, and an 
encouragement to other department heads 
to follow a similarly questionable course.

There 
also were witnesses from several 
state utility commissions in favor 
of the measure, and: this reveals 
the shrewdness of those promoting 
the mapeuver. 

The appeal is made to states’ 
rights and state authority as con- 
trasted to federal authority. This 
gzounds very well until one looks 
at the state mmissions respon- 
sible for locaf utility regulation. 
With honorable exceptions, they 
are pretty hopeless. 

One reason is that most states 
pay such poor salaries that ex- 
perts qualified to do the technical 
job of regulation are always be- 
ing lured away by high salaries 
offered by the utility companies.

Most commissions are so inade- 
quately staffed that the private 
companies are put under little 
restraint. The private-utility lobby 
in a state capital is ordinarily 
well-heeled, and now and then 
shocking cases of wholesale brib- 
ery have come to light. 

To understand the significance 
of the current maneuver, it is im- 
portant to look at the origin of 
federal regulation.

MODERATION OF

members are persons who have 
entered since the last party 
congress was held. 

Meanwhile, the same small 


. 
group of men has carried on at 
the top through an amazing 
series of national vicissitudes. 
Surely there is some reason 
why the experiences of the war 
brought basic political changes 
to every one of the great gov- 
ernments of the west. Surely 
the causes of that phenomenon 
are basic enough to be present 
somewhere in the obscurity of 
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Soviet political life, as well. 
And yet no recognition has been 
given to these causes in Russia. 

It must be surmised from this 
that even without so highly dis- 
ciplined an organization as the 
Communist party there must be a 


growing divergence in age, out- 
look and interest between the 
great mass of party members, 
only so recently recruited into the 
movement, and the little self- 
perpetuating clique of men at the 
top, whom most of these party 
members have never met, with 
whom .they have never conversed, 
and with whom they can have no 
political intimacy. 


Not Trained in Compromise 

Who can say whether, in these 
circumstances, the eventual re- 
juvenation of the higher spheres 
of authority (which can only be 
a matter of time) can take place 
smoothly and peacefully, or 
whether rivals in the quest of 
higher power will not eventually 
reach down into these politically 
immature and inexperienced 
masses in order to find support 
for their respective claims? 


If this were ever to. happen, 
strange consequences could flow 
for the Communist Party: for 
the membership at large has been 
exercised only in the practices 
of iron discipline and obedience 
and not in the arts of compro- 
mise and accommodation. And if 
disunity were ever to seize and 
paralyze the party, the chaos and 
weakness of Russian’ society 
would be revealed in forms be- 
yond description. For we have 
seen that Soviet power is only 
a crust concealing an amorphous 
mass.of human beings among 
whom no independent organiza- 
tional structure is tolerated. 


No Local Government. 


In Russia there: is not even 
such a thing as local govern- 
ment. The present generation of 
Russians has never known spon- 
taneity of collective action. If, 
consequently, anything were ever 
to occur to disrupt the unity 
and efficacy of the party as'a 
political instrument, Soviet Rus- 
sia might be changed overnight 
from one of the strongest to one 
of the weakest and most pitiable 
of national societies. 


Thus the future of Soviet pow- 
er may not be by any means as 
secure as Russian capacity for 
gelf-delusion would make it ap- 
pear to the men in the Kremlin. 
That they can keep power them- 
selves, they have demonstrated. 
That they can quietly and easily 
turn it over to others rémains to 
be proved.. Mean while, the hard- 


iships of their rule and the vicis- 


situdes of international life have 
taken a heavy toll of the strength 
and hopes of the great people on 
whom their power rests. 


It is curious to note that the 
ideological power of Soviet au- 
thority is strongest today in 
areas beyond the frontiers of 
Russia, beyond the reach of its 
police power. This phenomenon 
brings to mind a comparison 
used by Thomas Mann in his 
great novel “Buddenbrooks.” 
Observing that human institu- 
tions often show the greatest 
outward brilliance at a moment 
when inner decay is in reality 
farthest advanced, he compared 
the Buddenbrook family, in the 
days of its greatest glamour, 
to one of those stars whose light 
shines most brightly on _ this 
world when in reality it has 
long since ceased to exist. ' 

And who can say with assur- 
ance that the strong light still 
cast by the Kremlin on the dis- 
satisfied peoples of the Western 
World is not the powerful after- 
glow of a constellation which is 
in actuality on the wane? This 
cannot be proved, And it can- 
not be disproved, But the pos- 
sibility remains (and in the 
‘opinion of this writer it is a 
strong one) that Soviet power, 
like the capitalist world of its 
conception, bears within it the 
seeds of its own decay, and that 
the sprouting of these seeds is 
well advanced. 

It is clear that the United States 


/cannot expect in the foreseeable 


future to enjoy politica] intimacy 
with the Soviet regime. It must 
continue to regard the Soviet 
Union as a rival, not a partner, in 
the political arena, It must con- 
tinue. to expect that Soviet policies 
will reflect no abstract love of 
peace and stability, no real faith 
in the possibility of-a permanent 
happy coexistence of the Socialist 
and capitalist worlds, but rather 
a cautious, persistent pressure to- 
ward the disruption and weaken- 
ing of all rival influence and rival 
power, 


Russia the Weaker Party, 


Balanced against this are the 
facts that Russia, as opposed to 
the western world in general, is 
still by far the weaker party, that 
Soviet policy is highly flexible, 
and that Soviet society may well 
contain © deficiencies which will 
eventually weaken its own total 
potential. This would of itself war- 
rant the United States entering 
with reasonable confidence upon 
a policy of firm containment, de- 
signed to confront the Russians 
with unalterable counter-force at 
every point where they show signs 
of encroaching upon the interests 
of a peaceful and stable world, 


But in actuality the possibilities 
for American policy are by no 
means limited to holding the line 
and hoping for the best. It 
entirely possible for the United 
States to influence by its actions 
the internal developments, both 
within Russia and throughout the 
international Communist move- 
ment, by which Russian policy is 
largely determined. This is not 
only a question of the modest 
measure of informational activity 
which this Government can con- 
duct in the Soviet Union and 
elsewhere, although that, too, is 
important. 


Impressions of .US8. 


It is rather a question of the 
degree to which the United States 
can create among the peoples of 
the world generally the impres- 
sion of a country which knows 
what it wants, which is coping 
successfully with the problems of 
its internal life and with the re- 
sponsibilities of a World Power, 
and which has a spiritual vitality 
capable of holding its own among 
the major ideological currents of 
the time. 


To the extent that such an im- 


pression ean be created and main- 
taihed, the aims of Russian Com- 
munism must appear sterile and 
quixotic, the hopes and enthusi- 
asm of Moscow’s supporters must 
wane, and added strain must be 
imposed on the Kremlin’s foreign 
policies, * 

For, the palsied decrepitude of 
the capitalist world is the key- 
stone of Communist philosophy. 
Even the failure of the United 
States to experience the early 
economic depression which the 
ravens of the Red Square have 
been predicting with such com- 
placent confidence since hostilities 
ceased would have deep and im- 
portant repercussions throughout 
the Communist world, 

By the same token, exhibitions 
of indecision. disunity and inter- 
nal disintergation within this 
country have an exhilarating ef- 
fect on the whole Communist 
movement. At each evidence of 
these tendencies, a thrill'of hope 
and exictement goes through the 
Communist world; a new jaunti- 
ness can be noted in the Moscow 
tread; new groups of foreign sup- 
porters climb on to what they 
can only view as the band wagon 
of international politics; and 
Russian pressure increases all 
along the line in international af- 
fairs. 

Increasing Strain on Soviet. 

It would be an exaggeration to 
say that American behavior un- 
assisted and alone could exercise 


in large measure in this country 
itself. The issue of Soviet- 
American relations is in essence a 
test of the over-all worth of the 
United States as a nation among 
nations. To avoid destruction the 
United States need only measure 
up to its own best traditions and 
prove itself worthy of preserva- 
tion as a great nation, 


Surely, there was never a fair- 
er test of national quality than 
this, In the light of these cir- 
cumstances, the thoughful ob- 
server of Russian-American rela- 
tions will find. no cause for com- 
plaint in the Kremlin’s challenge 
to American society. He will 
rather experience a certain grati- 
tude to a Providence which, by 
providing the American people 
with this implacable challenge, 
has made their entire security as 
a nation dependent on _ their 
pulling thems ives together and 
accepting the responsibilities of 
moral and political leadership that 
wr plainly intended them to 
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cCiy -—

the Communist movement and 
bring about the early ‘fall of So- 
viet power in Russia. But the 
United States has it in its power 
to increase enormously the strains 
under which Soviet policy must 
operate, to force upon the Krem- 
lin a far greater degree of mod- 
eration and circumspection than 
it has had to observe in recent 
years, and in this way to. pro- 
mote tendencies which must 
eventually find their outlet in 
either the break-up or the gradual 
mellowing’ of Soviet power. For 
no mystical, messianic movement 
—and particularly not that of the’ 
Kremlin—can face frustration in- 
definitely without eventually ad- 
justing itself in one way or an- 
other to the logic of that state of 
affairs.

“Necessity Has No Law.” 


HIS saying, as the reader who 
CTE for its origin reminds 

us, is also familiar in the form 
“necessity knows no law.” It is 
a time-honored aphorism which 
has been used to good purpose in 
encouraging resourcefulness and 
inventiveness. At times, however, 
its original signifieance has been 
perverted. 

The conception was expressed 
first by the Greek poet of the sev- 
enth century B.C., Simonides, who 
said, “Even the gods war not with 
necessity.” It was recorded in lit- 
erature as we use it today as early 
as 1377 by an old English writer, 
in this form: “Nede ne hath no 
law, ne neure shal falle in dette.” 
(Need has no law, ~-r shall it fall 
into debt!) 

In another surviving old work, 
“Jacob's Well,” approximately 100 
years later, there is again “nede 
hath no lawe.” 

And so this begame a saying fa- 
miliar in literature and common 
speech. By 1837, Carlyle in his 
great work on the French Revolu- 
tion, made satiric use of it in the 
sense which it required a Hitler 
to ask the world to take seriously: 
“Your Hessian forager has only 
‘three sous a day’: women... are 
robbed; for necessity, on ‘three 
half-pence a day, has no law.”

N Washington the other day, 

as I sat on the platform dur- 

ing President. Truman’s address 
to the convention of the Na- 
tional Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People, I 
looked out over the sea of faces 
below us and thought how signifi- 
cant this meeting before the Lin- 
coln Memorial must be to most 
of the people there. 

Lincoln said that there should 
be no more, slaves in our country, 
but he did not want to give peo- 
ple a freedom that meant nothing 
or that carried with it the bitter- 
ness of “inferiority. Now, some 
eighty years later, we were gath- 
ered here to try really to achieve 
the ends which he enVisioned but 
could not fully accomplish. 

President Truman spoke words 
for the Government, in the pres- 
ence of his Chief Justice and his 
Attorney General, which shauld 
give hope that tangible strides 
toward the fulfillment of Lin- 
coln’s vision can now be taken. 
I was very proud that these words 
were being spoken. It made me 
feel that our country would be 
stronger because they were fear- 
lessly spoken, 

The sun made the top of the 
Washington Monument glisten be- 
fore us, and somehow it seemed 
as though years of our history 
lay between the two monuments. 
And in my heart I said a prayer 


that this meeting might be the | 


symbol that we really would lead 
the world in justice and brother- 
hood, and by so doing would make 
it possible for peace to grow in 
men’s hearts and justice to exist 
between man and man, 

Sen. Wayne Morse of Oregon, 


who spoke first, also gave you & 
feeling ‘of dedication to the new 
and better world of tomorrow 
which we may build if we are not 
too small, too mean and selfish, 
or too lacking in vision. There 
is no need to fight a military 
war with any nation on earth if 
we are prepared to fight on the 
spiritual, educational, political 
and economic levels for the ulti- 
mate good of mankind. 


Before the meeting, I went te 
the White House and was happy 
to see Mrs. Truman and Margaret 
before they left for home. The 
White House grounds looked love- 
ly, and the house itself gleams 
with fresh paint. But the portice 
is temporarily barred off to all 
but pedestrians, because the store 
age space under the driveway has 
to be enlarged. 


During the time we lived there, 
we unearthed President Jackson's 
stable and thought we had done 
a fair job of providing new store 
age space.

But after its birth, a nervous mother may 
surround her child with an atmosphere of tension and worry, 
thus causing her youngster to show various nervous effects. 
Stuttering and stammering, wallflowerism, excessive worry and 
eonscientiousness, fingernail biting, and even such twitching as 
Betty demonstrates, may be the consequence of a neurotic 
home environment, or some early fear.

AS FOR Betty's nervousness, I decided that all her physi- 
cians had been correct. The girl had been a victim of chorea or 
St. Vitus dance. But she had also developed this facial “tics” 
or habitual muscular twitching. The physicians who saw her 
several years ago correctly diagnosed her chorea. The later 
specialists she consulted, saw no chorea present but witnessed 
her habit spasm or tic.

New Realistic Novelist 
Willard Motley Being Compares to Such Writers as James T. Farrell and Riehard Wright

CHICAGO, July 2 


HICAGO not only’ exports 
(Fram and bacon to the nation 

but hardboiled, brutally frank 
literature as well. In fact, no 
other American city has inspired 
as much realistic writing as this 
lusty metropolis. One need only 
to recall the works of Jameg T. 
Farrell, Richard Wright, Meyer 
Levin, Theodore Dreiser and Nel- 
son Algren to know what one 
writer meant when he said, “Chi- 
cago is the known city; perhaps 
more is known about it, how it 
is run, how it kills, how it loves, 
steals, helps, gives, cheats and 
crushes than any other city in 
the world.” 

The latest literary effort to bear 
the “Made in Chicago” stamp is 
the novel “Knock on Any Door,” 
which, in depicting the sordid 
story of an Italian-American boy 
who went from altar boy to cop- 
killer in a span of a few short 
years, fultills all the requirements 
of Chicago’s school of realistic 
fiction. 

The author ifs a 
assuming 35-year-old Negro 
named Willard Motley, who is 
trying desperately to play the 
part of a novelist whose first 
book has created a sensation in 
literary circles throughout’ the 
country, has’ won a place in the 
best-seller lists, already earned 
quite a bit of money and produced 
loud critical acclaim. 


HE sgad-eyed writer has 

bought himself a new suit, a 

dark blue in keeping with his 
modest and quiet personality. He 
has taken care of some badly 
needed dental work. He has 
added a couple of sticks of fur- 
niture to the ramshackle, 11-room 
building, located in Chicago’s near 
North Side slum area and which 
he uses as living quarters. “The 
landlord raised the rent from $22 
to $30 a month right after the 
book was published,’ Motley 
laughingly said as he told of how 
he and a couple of friends had 
conyerted the building that once 
housed a stable into a place to live. 


The author hag also put in a 
stove, which is quite an advance 
from six months ago when he 
burned papers in a tin can to 
warm his hands so he could com- 
plete his book. He has even taken 
to using an appointment book to 
remind him of engagements a 
new star on the literary horizon 
must keep. 

But, in spite of the money that 
has enabled him to do these things 
and the civic functions and cock- 
tail parties honoring him, Motley 
has refused to be overwhelmed. 
In fact, his modesty approaches 
humility and is quite embarassing 
at times. For instance, a photog- 
rapher who was taking pictures 
of Motley for a national magazine 
ran out of film. His camera case 
with additional film was three

Comes to Front 


“The finest thing about all this 
was strolling along these streets, 
meeting all these different people 
and taking my notes,” he says. 
“Living with these people and 
taking my notes,” he says. “Living 
with these people and writing the 
book was exciting. Now, I feel 
sort of letdown.” 

. As he gathered material Motley 
worked as a short order cook, 
=p washer, salesman of Christ- 

s cards, stock clerk, shipping 
clerk, laboratory technician, “I 
even tried my hand at decorating 
brandy bottles,” he recalls. 

Too, he tried to sell stories to 
Magazines. As he puts it, “I went 
through the usual phases. I tried 
sports first, then true confessions, 
then travel pieces and finally, of 
course, fiction for the Saturday 
Evening Post. All I got were rejec- 
tion slips.” That he never was 
discouraged is indicated by the 
fact that even before “Knock On 
Any Door” was accepted for pub- 
lication Motley was already at 
work on two more novels he has 


‘in mind.

flights up. As he lowered his 
camera to the ground he said, 
“T have to run upstairs and get 
some fresh film.” But before he 
could move Motley had bounded 
up the stairs and had returned 
a couple of minutes later with the 
film, The cameraman later said, 
“J just stood there for a few 
minutes and looked at this guy. 
I just couldn’t believe it.” 


Another time Motley was host 
at a beer and pretzel party at 
his home. Most of the guests 
naturally came to get a firsthand 
glimpse of the man most critics 
are calling “a major “creative 
writer of our time,” and some, 
“a genius.” One man said, “I ‘was 
there an hour I guess before I 
realized the man -serving the beer 
was Motley. He never did mingle 
with the guests as far as I knew.” 


Contributing a great deal to 
this unaffected manner is his un- 
concealed surprise at its success, 
“T just never dreamed it would 
go like this,” he says, “Two pub- 
lishers turned it down before Ap- 
pleton-Century decided to bring it 
out. The houses that rejected it 
said it was ‘too tough,’ and I ad- 
mit I was rather scared about it. 
But it’s going over swell. Why, 
do you know some Hollwood com- 
pany offered $150,000 for the film 
rights but the Johnston office 
said it wouldn’t okay a movie on 
the subject since it was an at- 
tack on society. But can you im- 
agine that, $150,000?" He shook 
his head, and leaned down to

became aware of what an un- 
healthy socia) and cultural en- 
virohment could make of a per- 
son and decided to write what was 
eventually to be “Knock on Any 
Door.” He left his home on the 
South Side, where he had gone to 
high school and had been a star 
football player in spite of his 
slight stature, and moved into a 
dirty room in the West Madison 
street area, or “Skid Row,” locale 
of his book. “The roaches were 
plump an plentiful in this room,” 
he says. 

This was in 1939. For the next 
six years Motley undertook the re- 
search for his book. He prowled 
the streets, haunted poolrooms 
and flophouses, talked to thieves, 
prostitutes, panhandlers and the 
rest of the sordid characters that 
live on West Madison. “It was a 
funny thing but when these people 
found out I was writing a book 
they didn’t shut up,” says Motley. 
“In fact, they were quite inter- 
ested and volunteered information 
and offered to serve as guides to 
new places that opened up. They 
all asked to be included in the 
book, too.” 


That he tried to fulfill all the 
requests was quite apparent. The 
first draft of Motley‘s book ran 
to 600,000 words, nearly three 
times as many as there are in the 
book. 

The life Motley led while he 
lived on “Skid Row,” is another 
explanation for his diffident atti- 
tude about his current success.

T sen lad in the Denver reform 
school, who, like Nick Ramano 
in the book never could reform 

after his discharge, was the in- 
spiration for the first part of the 
book. Most of the material for 
rounding out the chief character 
before the electric chair claimed 
him for the death of a cop was 
provided by a young hoodlum 
named Mile, whom Motley met in 
his travels up and down Madison 
street. “Mike gave me a lot of 
information, particuldrly about 
jackrolling or stron g-arming,” 
says Motley. “His romances also 
served as rich material.” 

“Mike” hasn't forgotten about 
Motley. He’s in prison now, serv- 
ing a robbery sentence. Recently 
he learned of Motley’s success, 
and wrote the author, reminding 
him, “I told you someday you 
would be famous and you are.” 

The main character, Nick, and 
most of the people in the book 
are white, which led some people 
to wonder why Motley didn’t 
choose to write about his own 
race. In answering Motley says, 
“If you know people, you can 
write about any race, nationality 
or religion.” Critics agree he has 
proved that point with his book. 

Motley Khas mixed emotions 
about the praise that has been 
accorded him by the critics — 
praise that links his name freely 
with that of Farrell, Dreiser, 
Wright and other realistic writers. 

“It’s all quite flattering, of 
course,” he says in his soft-spoken 
voice. “I really don’t know 
whether the book is good or bad. 
I do know, though, that it’s hon- 
est. As for Dreiser, Farrell and 
Wright, I never read them, so I 
really don’t’ know whether my 
writing is like theirs or not. But 
the thing that worries me is the 
next books I do. After all they’ve 
been saying about this one, I’m 
scared they may, not like my next 
ones, which are about the war. 
But I’m sure going to try.”

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‘Never Leave Children Alone’

O ehild should be left alone 
N in a house. No matter what 

inconvenience it costs, this is 
the rule. Any parent leaving his 
child alone in the house violates it 
at his peril. 

To begin with, there is never 
any security about a child’s well- 
being. He may be in sound health. 
apparently, when put to bed and 
waken a few hours later in des- 
perate illness. This has  hap- 
pened. It will happen again. 


There is no telling who may 
come to the house or for what 
purpose. A bad fright in the 
night, coupled with the knowl- 
edge that there is nobody on hand 
to help, may and has worked mis- 
chief with a child's nervous organ- 
ization so that he suffered for 
years because of it. id 

The shock of waking in the 
night, calling for Mother or Dad- 
dy and finding that neither is 
there—that nobody else is there— 
is a cruel experience that no child 
should be called on to suffer. 

Nor is he to be left alone in 
the daytime. A stray match, and 
there always seems to be one, can 
bring tragedy. Then handles of 
the gas stove are easily turned on. 
The boiling kettle is a dangerous 
thing. The bath tub, so easily. 
filled with water, can work ter- 
rible disaster. An accident is a 
happening that nobody expected. 
Why risk one? 


Mothers are hard put to it at 
times to know what to do with 
children. They have to attend to 
some important and pressing mat- 
ter, and there is nobody to attend 
to the children. The situations 
of emergency are few, and the 
families who are without helpful 
relatives and neighbors are also 
few. Usyally there is someone

Caring for a 
child under guch circumstances 
is not the responsibility of an- 
other child unless there is nobody 
else on earth who will undertake 
it. It is too heavy a responsi- 
bility for another child. A _ re- 
tired teacher, a beloved grandma, 
auntie, these are ideal. 


Tell the child who is old 
enough to understand and miss 
his parents that they ‘will be out 
of the house, and for how long, 
and who is to take care of him 
so that he will not be shocked and 
frightened later on. And make 
him acquainted early with the 
people who are likely to have care 
of him. Some such situation faces 
every family and it is wise to be 
prepared,

There could be only one possible 
reason for such complacency: East 
must hold the K-J-10 of trumps, 
since every other. ace, king and 
queen was accounted for.

HE BEST of frozen saladg us 
T uaty contains mayonnaise, and 

often whipped cream, cream 
cheese or cottage cheese, and 
whole, sliced, or pureéd fruits, 
They are more often sweet than 
tart, and are either frozen solid 
or chilled just enough to be cut 
into attractive thick slices. If mix- 
tures are turned into refrigerator 
trays, line neatly with waxed pa- 
per so salad will unmold smooth, 
Ingredients should be folded to- 
gether lightly but thoroughly, so 
taht each slice contains some of 
all the kinds of fruit in the salad. 
Frozen salads are particularly 
suitable for buffet suppers and 
dinners, or for summer iuncheons, 
They are often served as a com- 
bination salad and dessert; some- 
times merely topping it with 
whipped cream or mayonnaise 
will determine whether it is eaten 
as salad or dessert. Many like to 
serve and eat it when the pieces 
lof fruit are icy, but it can be cut 
‘and placed on plates 15 minutes 


. before serving, so it will retain its: 


shape and atill be chilled. Frozen 
salads may be held over night if 
‘made late in the day, but they 
should never be held longer for 
‘greatest appeal, 

Frozen Fruit Salad Supreme 

Four fresh pear halves, 2 naval 
oranges, 1 cup whole strawberries, 
% cup crushed pineapple, 4% cup 
moist shredded coconut, 6 marsh 
mallows, cut in quarters, 1 tea- 
spoon lemon juice, 1 cup whipping 
cream, % cup mayonnaise. 

Cut peeled pear halves to make 
quarters lengthwise. Peel and sec- 
tion oranges and if berries are 
very large cut in half. Combine 
fruits, coconut, marshmallows and 
lemon juice, Whip cream until 
stiff, add mayonnaise, continue 
beating until blended. Combine 
'with fruits lightly but thoroughly. 
Turn into wax-paper lined free» 
ing tray (1-qt. capacity). Freeze 
at least four hours (until firm). 
Cut with a sharp knife into slices 
about 1% inches thick and serve 
on lettuce, Eight servings.
